The discussions on “the | topics of 
barnyard manure and commercial 
fertilizers proved to be interesting to 


a large number of Charlevoix County |” 


farmers. For the first time, the real; 
. dollars and cents value of barnyard 
manure was given as. well as the dif. 
ference existing between the various 
forms of. livestock. It was brought, 
‘ out that if a person were able to save: 
‘the entire tonnage of barnyard ma. ! 
nure on the average farm, it would: 
take about $400 worth of purchased ; 
plant food to equal that in barnyard 
manure. From a dollars and cents; 
viewpoint there is very little differ-! 
ence in the total value from the vari- | 
ous kinds of livestock but there is 
quite a difference in the tonnage and .i 
the value per ton. From the actual, 
plant food .that it contains, pig ma-| 
rure is worth $1.30 per ton, cow! 
$1.48, horse $2.04, sheep $3.06 and! 
poultry $4.10. The biggest problem! 
is to avoid losses occuring in manure 
and thus place more plant food in the ; 
soil. Generally speaking, the sooner 
a person is able ‘to get the manure! 
applied to his land and spread, the 
less losses will occur. On the average . 
farm, out of this $400 of plant food | 
preduced annually, without a ques- 
* tion, not over $100 actually is incor- 
ulenrbil our soils, The bhai } 


itself ‘the first year in the wayne of 
plant. food that otherwise will be lost. 


Tt was also recommended that from! . 
30 to 50 lbs. of super: phosphate be! 


added to each load of manure as it is 
taken to the field. This way the 
phosphate can be balanced and make 
a complete fertilizer, whereas, if ma- 
nure is used alone is d@ficient in 
phosphate. 

. In regard to commercial fertilizers 
every farmer should buy a high ana- 
lysis product instead of buying a low 
analysis fertilizer that contains quite 
some quantity of sand. In other 
words, in a 2-12-6 analysis, there is

There is no federal law forbidding 
the total destruction of coins by thelr | 
owners, ‘But ‘there 1s a statute for-.

It 1s also il 
legal to deface a coin without remov-. 
ing any part of It.”

T’S an “eurly Easter” this year, for 
Easter Sunday falls on Mareh 27. 


year it will come on/Aprii 18. For 
all the red letter days’on our calendar 
“aster ig the most variable, The only 
thing. certain about it is that it al- 
ways comes on a Sunday and it is 
limited to, either one uf two months, 
March and April, Then. there are 
ether limits, too, that is, it cannot 
come earlier than March 22 nor later 
than April 25, - ’ 

Why all this Variation in such an important 
Annual festival? The reasons go back into an- 
ient history. : 

The, festival now known as Easter was cele- 
brated by ancient Israel as the Passover. for 
many cetturies before the. birth of Jesus Christ. 
It was based upon the events which took place 
when the Hebrews were suved from the destruc- 


tion which was visited upon the Egyptians, as . 


given in Exodus 12:27, The first Christians, .be- 
ing in the main Jews, continued for a long time 
‘to obséive the Passover as well as other ancient 
<eremonies,. But gradually these early followers 
‘of. the Cross began to substitute the Christ for 
the paschal Iamb of -Israel in the Passover: cere- 
monies, Lot 

Eventually there arose a difference of opinion 
betwean te Christians of Hebrew descent and 
those’of Gentile descent as to the time when 
these ceremonies should be celebrated. Those 
of Hebrew; descent declared that the day of the 
death 6f Jesus should be the date of the ending of 
the paschal fast, which in Liehrew rites, always 
wis on the fourteenth day of the moon in the 
evening, .Therefore the Easter festival, which 
fellowed, might fall on any day of the week. 
Those of Gentile descent, however, wanted the 
first day of the week, Sunday, to be the 
first day of the resurrection festival, Thus the 
Friday preceding would be observed as the date 
of the erucifixion without paying any attention 
to the gay af the month, the fast continuing 


: “anti midnight of Saturday. : 
The dispute over this point was camplicated 


by the irregularities of the time of full moon 
_ in relation to the year. The Hebrew. sacred year 
began at the instant of the vernal equinox, but 
this time is subject to slight chunges due to 
the astronomical fact of perturbation of the mo- 
tion of all bodies in the solar system. 
Hebrews based their years on lunar changes, 
wherear we now determine the exact length af 
a year by the sun and stars, which is more ac- 
curate, It:is notable that the anclent Hehrews 
always had .trouble with their chronology he- 
cause they hased the beginning of each month 
on the first sight of the new moon, 

The trouble was principally due to the fact 
that the moon revolves around the earth in 27 
days, 7 hours, 43 minutes and 11% seconds, anil 
the earth around the sun in 31,558,149 seconds. 
Therefore the moon makes 13.5687 revolutions to 
the earth's one, Full-moon times are also out of 
harmony with the spring equinox, and this fact 
enused treuble in determining time Jn ancient 
times. The result of all these complications was 
that by applying the Jewish rules to Easter, the 
dates-of the crucifixion and the resurrection, two 
days which were supposed to be fixed for all 
time, varied constantly, 


For 325 years the difficulty between the Chris- 
tions of Jewish descent and those of Gentile 
descent continued. Not being able to decide the 
recurrence of Haster, the counci! of the early 


qeGbristian chureh finally appealed to the astron- 


‘omers in Alexandria, Egypt, for ald. However, 
the sclentists were not of much assistance, for 
they had no lunar tables such 28 we now have, 
computed by master mathematicians, They at- 
tempted to make rules, but the variations of the 
fuil moon fin reference to the year would not 
enuse Easter to fall on Sunday any more than 
any other day. All wanted It to come on Sunday, 
so each nation celebrated to suit itself so that 
it would come on that day. Thus in Ay D. 387 
the Gauls celebrated Easter on March 21, in 
Jtaly jt fell-én April 18, and In Hgypt it fell’ on 


April 25, sp, 


Fventually the selection of a certain Sunday . 


was definitely fixed during the Sixth century A. 
D. It was-designated 28 the Sunday between the 
fifteenth and twenty-first days of the moon in the 
«first month of the Jewish lunar years. It was 


directed that the computation should be made~ 


according te the tables of Victorius of Acqul- 
tnine, introduced in: 457 A. D.. Becausé of the 
fact that Britaln had ceased to be a part of the 
Roman empire, the Sixth gentury decree did not 
affect the British church at first, and it con- 
tinyed to calculate Easter on ‘a basis previously 


approved at Rome. The matter was finally dis- ..

Accordingly. Easter is now. observed by .both 
the Roman Catholic and Protestant churches on 
the first Sunday after the full moon (or four- 
teenth day of the moon) on or next after March 
21, So it cannot be earlier than March 22 nor 
later than April 25, Thus it is possible far the 
astronomers and mathematicians to tell in ad- 
vance on what dates Huster will come each year, 
and they are pow known for more than a century 
in advance, 
-. that, of course, Is based upon the assumption 
that our calendar will continue unchanged, But 
there is a possibility that some time within the 


next few years a new calendar system will he... 


adopted and in that case Easter Sunday will be 
a fixed date Instead of a variable one.
